SAUNDERS WHEAT 
NEW VARIETY 


WINNIPEG. — A’ new wheat 
variety known as Saunders, de- 
scribed as highly resistant to 
stem rust, loose smut and bunt 
or covered smut, has been recom- 
mended for licensing by the joint 
agricultural committee of the 
National Research Council. 

The committee, in séssion here, 
said the variety had been devel- 
oped by J. G. C. Carl Fraser of 
Ottawa and was a cross between 
Thatcher and 447, the latter a 
Brandon, Man., developed strain 
“from the discarded Hope and Re- 
ward varieties. 

Saunders wheat.was said to be 
the equal of Thatcher in yield 
and superior to Red Bobs, grown 
in the Peace River, Northern Al- 
berta and Northwestern Saskat- 
chewan fields. It was two or 
three .days earlier in ripening 
than either of the other two vari- 
eties and was also said to be 
equal to the best wheat. in bak- 
ing qualities.
